SURGICALOPERATION 

High School ' Student Succumbs To 
Complications Following an Op- 
.-ration for Appendleltls-Fu. 
neral Thursday Morning. 

William Leslie Slye, 18 years of age, 
High School student! and for severnl 
years an employee of the Public Led- 
ger, died at Hayswood Hospital at 3:50 
o'clock Tuesday morning of complica- 
tions which arose following an opera- 
tion for appendicitis. 

The operation was performed about 
two weeks ago und the patient was 
thought to be Improving satlsructorily 
until the latter part of last week when 
puss formation caused the attending 
physicians fear. Every possible effort 
was made to save his life but all were 
of no avail. 

Leslie Slye whs born at Sard Is, this 
county, on Sunday, February '1, 1903. 
He was the son of Mr. and Mrs. W. C. 
Slye, of Walnut street and had spent 
the greater part of his life In Mays- 
vllle. He was a member of this year's 
graduating class at the MayBvlUe High 
School and a most likeable fellow. 
Quiet nnd unassuming, he had won his 
many friends through traits of exem- 
plary young manhood. His death is 
most untimely and the bereaved family 
has the deepest sympathies of scores 
of admiring friends and acquaintances. 

Besides his parents, he Is survived 
by two sisters, Misses Corinna and 
Winifred Slye, of this city, and one 
brother, Franklin Slye, of Canton, N. 
Y„ who was called home by his ill- 
ness. 

Tho funeral will be held from the 
home In Walnut street Thursday 
morning at 10 o'clock with services by 
his pastor, Rev. W. S. Peters of the 
Third Street M. E. church, and burial 
will be made In the Maysville ceme- 
tery.

Congressman J. Campbell Cantrlll, 
of Georgetown, addressed Mason coun- 
ty tobacco growers at the Opera House 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock In the 
interest of the proposed flan of the 
Burley Tobacco Growers Co-operative 
Association and declared that It was 
tho only sulvation of the growers. 

Mr. Cantrlll pedlcted that If the plan 
failed to go through It would mean 
the worst times ever seen in the tobne- 
ca district, and he urged the growers, 
for the sake of their families, their 
state, as well as their own future 
prosperity to get together, contract 
their crop to the marketing associa- 
tion and get a "decent and fair price" 
for their tobacco. 

Mr. Cantrlll said that If the crop was 
pooled tho banks probably would ad- 
vance as much to the growers pending 
its sale as the entire crop would bring 
under the old plan. He said the grow 
erB also would save about eleven mil 
lion dollars in warehouse charges for 
the next five years and at the end of 
that own the warehouses themselves 
while under the old plan they would 
"Blmply be out that eleven million dol 
lars and not have a thing to show for 
It" 

Mr. Cantrlll Hnid he had come tc 
give the reasons why, in his opinion 
the plan of the Co-operative Marketing 
Association presented the only hope 
of the burley tobacco grower. "You 
know as well as I do," he said, "that 
when tobacco sells at a good price 
there is peace and happiness and plen 
ty In the homes of Central Kentucky. 
There Is no other organization In the 
field today than the Burley Tobacco 
GroworB' Cooperative Marketing As- 
sociation seeking to better the condi- 
tion of the tobacco growers. It pre 
sents a plan which thousands of grow 
era In the other counties of the district 
have Joined and which 1 urge you to 
join." 

Mr. Cantrlll declared his belief that 
"If the growers of burley tobacco do 
not get together their condition will 
be even worse than It Is now." Ho 
said that it the growers did not fix 
their own price this year through tho 
marketing association the manuafctur- 
era would again "lake the crop away 
from the growers, as they did last 
year." 

Mr. Cantrlll brought news from Ow- 
en, Franklin, Bourbon, Woodford and 
Fayetto that the big growers were 
signing tho contract and that the other 
counties which carried the burden of 
the old pool need have no fear of the 
result in the Central Kentucky coun- 
ties. 

Mr. Cantrlll Bald that when 75 per 
cent, of the tobacco was signed the 
growers would have the power to de 
mand and to enforce the demand for 
a living price and not until they got 
together could they do this. 

Mr. Cantrlll explained the contract 
saying that It was the old Kentucky 
pooling plan, strengthened by certain 
amendments which made it more ef- 
fective. He claimed that it Is easier 
now to finance a farmer's organization 
than In the days of the old pool. 

Mr. Cantrlll said he would not ask 
the growers to sign a contract unless 
It was Wndlng only when 76 per cent, 
of tho tobacco growers endorsed It. 
He said that in the days of the old 
pools never more than 35 or 40 per 
cent, of the tobacco In the Burley dis- 
trict was signed. He said that was not 
enough to control the market, but that 
if 75 per cent, went in, it meant that 
the growers could control the market, 
set the price and "get that which Is 
our Just due." 

The speaker declared that If this 
were not done the farmer had nothing 
on earth to look forward to In the way 
of a money crop. He Bald that If this 
cooperative plan failed It would mean 
that thousands of Kentucky farmers 
would simply be sold oat of house and 
home and have to start life over 
again. Mr. Cantrlll predicted "want 
and woe and misery, the like of which 
you have never seen before If this 
plan falls." 

Mr. Cantrlll said the growers who 
went Into the old pools had to carry 
the growers who stayed out. He said 
the pooled crops bad been held for 
three years and that they would hare 
been holding those crops still bat for 
the cut-out. which brought the manu- 
facturers to term's. He said that a 75 
per cent, pool was equivalent to a cut-

Federal Reserve Bank's Report Be. 
cures gale Ifew Will Have Great 
on Retail Trade. 



St. Louis, August 30. — Farmers In 
the Eighth Federal Reserve district 
apparently have given up tho Idea of 
holding 1920 crops any longer for 
higher prices, according to the St. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank, made 
public here today. An Indication of 
this Is seen by the bank statistician In 
the fact that during July wheat ship- 
ments Into St. Ivouls were 9,767,576 
bushels, an increase of 5,496,000 bush- 
els over the same month In 1920. 

The bank statistician expects this to 
have 'a marked effect on retail trade 
which Is reported bh slow, especially 
in clothing lines. The statement says 
that reports are that the public is buy- 
ing cheap goods and holding off where 
pr'ces seem high. 

The rains of the last month have re 
vlved crops In most sections and Ar- 
kansas, Tennessee, Northern Missis- 
sippi and Southern Missouri report th 
best corn crop prospect In years. 

Speaking of farming conditions in 
the South the report says: 

"Crop diversification in the South 
has placed that, section .according to 
excellent authority, In a more inde 
pendent position In the matter of foods 
ind feeds than at any time since the 
Civil War." 

Building permits during July 
showed a slight increase and ther 
were ninety-four commercial failures 
with total liabilities of $1,545,784.

EXORBITANT RAILROAD RATES MUST BE REDUCED. 

Germany is now supplying to California and the entire Pacific 
Coast all the coke which that section is using, according to a letter 
from the Matthews Addy Company, iron merchants of Cincinnati. 
And yet we have been told that there was no danger from German 
competition. 

In discussing this subject, the Matthews Addy Company points 
out that this condition is largely due to exorbitant freight rates. In 
olden days the freight rate on pig iron from Birmingham to the 
Pacific Coast was $12,32 per ton, but today it is $22.40 per ton, and 
they add : "All the iron that is needed on the Pacific Coast is coming 
by sea. most of it from Belgium." * • * "In the olden days the rate 
to California on Connellsville coke was $11.80 per ton: the present 
rate is $19.76 per ton." 

And then mention is made of the fact that the coke that is 'icing 
used on the Pacific Coast is coming from Germany. 

The old freight rate from Brimingham to Cincinnati was $2.7;'. 
per ton ; now it is $4.50. The freight rate on pig iron from Birming- 
ham to St. Louis was $2.75 ; today it is $5.25. "The South," the Addy 
Company writes, "has just about gone out of the pig iron business, 
because freight rates are so high as to practically build a wall around 
the Southern furnaces." 

The situation* in the iron and coke trade, so clearly outlined in 
this letter, is typical of the conditions prevailing in nearly every 
line of business in this country. Freight rates are exorbitantly liigh. 
They are destructive of business. They were made when cotton was 
selling at 35c. to 40c. a pound, and pig iron and coke at more than 
double the present prices. Since these freight rates were established 
pries of everything have been cut right and left, and railroads can- 
not prosper at the present rates, because present rates destroy busi- 
ness. 

There can be no thorough economic development of this coun- 
try until the railroads voluntarily, or by the power of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, are forced to bring rates down to a more 
normal basis. 

The Manufacturers Record for twenty years or more advocated a 
higher rate than that which prevailed, believing that the railroads 
were not then getting a freight rate which would justify the expan- 
sion of railroad facilities, which we have so persistently advocated. 
But the present freight rate is absolutely unjustified from every point 
of view. It is destructive of business. It has thrown a great burden 
upon the country. It is permitting European coke and iron to drive 
out the coke and iron of Pennsylvania and the South from the Pacific 
Coast, and is hampering and in many cases making impossible the de- 
velopment of our domestic export trade. 

Unless the railroads voluntarily and promptly take the lead in 

bringing about a tower freight rate, they will inevitably create a 
hostility to railroad interests which will prove as destructive as were 
the legislative activities years ago, by the states and the nation alike, 
against all railroad interests. A quick readjustment of freight rates, 
preferably by the wisdom of the railroad managers, is the safest and 
sanest course for their own preservation. He will b c a narrow-mind- 
ed railroad otlicial who fails to see the signals of danger in present 
rates and who does not take prompt steps to bring about a reduction 
in rates. — Manufacturers Record.

Kentucky's industries annually 
w,iste more than $34,080,0uu that could 
be saved by utilizing coal tar by-pro- 
ducts and conserving coal resources,' 
according to figures laid before the 
United States Senate by Senator Phil- 
ander C. Knox. 

The total annual waste in th« entire 
country Senator Knox places at 1830.- 
188,000 — enough to pay oil the •na- 
tion debt within a 30 year period. 

Coal Is the source wrom Which more 
than 1,600 articles of commerce ure 
wholly or in part derived. Qtrman) 
has been able to placo all of these ar- 
ticles In the world market as a result 
of the research work done by her 
chemists. In our countryq. tar for 
roads, paving, roofing, waterproofing 
and insulating materials, flavoring ex- 
tracts, perfumes, photographic devel- 
opers and wood preservatives are some 
of the possible product sthat are now 
"going up the chimney in smoke." 

By adopting the methods used in the 
large industries in Ceruiany where 
coke has practically superceded coal 
as a fuel, Kentucky's share of the sav- 
ings developed by by-products would 
be:

"Why was Germany In the position 
that her chemists have achieved much 
more than the chemists of this or any- 
other country," askeed Senator Knox 
"The simple fact is that In Germany 
they do not burn their coal.

"If this measure were a project to 
Invest a billion dollars of Government 
money for the purpose of building up 
an Industry that would save a billion 
dollars' a year and be a great factor In 
our preparedness against another de- 
structive war, I would tutor it; but it

BRYAN LAUDS THE 

DISARMAMENT MEET 

Great Commoner, In Cincinnati, Says 
Harding's Meeting May Bring; 
Peace to the World. 

Cincinnati, August 30.— World peace 
as a possible result of the forthcom- 
ing disarmament conference was pre- 
dicted Monday night by William Jen- 
nings Bryan, who was In Cincinnati 
en route to Moore's Hill, Ind., where 
he will appear on a cbautauqua pro- 
gram. 

Despite the fact his arrival wsb un- 
heralded, as soon as the "Great Com- 
moner" walked into the lobby of the 
Hotel Sinton he was recognized. He 
still wears the black bow tie, the half- 
inch collar and the smile which made 
the "Boy Orator of the Platte" famous. 

Mr. Bryan said that the greatest 
universal desire in the world today is 
the desire of universal peace. 

"The pressure upon the forthcoming 
disarmament conference is very strpng 
because of this," he explained, "and 
doubtless will grow stronger day by 
lay. In view of this fact, the result of 
the conference will be a long step to- 
ward peace — so long a step that the 
world will rest in the belief of the ulti- 
mate extinction of war. 

"This was Lincoln's position on 
ilavery in his campaign for the Presi- 
dency. He wanted slavery put where 
the people would rest in the belief of 
its ultimate extinction. 

If President Harding succeeds in 



bringing about world peace by world 
disarmament he will write his name 
high among the Immortals!"
